food  is  sufficient  to  accommodate  both  kinds  of  animals. 

It  takes  proper  management  and  control  of  both  the  big  gam© 
and  the  domestic  livestock,  of  course,  so  that  the  land  is 
not  overworked.  If  this  happens  the  numbers  of  big  gam©
